Dispatches to Red Star, the Rus­ 
sian army newspaper, .said Marshall 
Bemean Timoshenko's armies had 
made a heroic but unsuccessful at­ 
tempt to stem the Nazi onslaught 
In the loop O' the Kuban river above 
Maikop. In the Armavir sector, 160 
miles south of Rostov and east of 
ifrasnador.

sertrd that Nazi troop* had cap­ 
tured Kurgannaya, only 30 miles 
from Maikop, and the important 
rail junction of Armavir, 60 miles 
northwest of Maikop. 
The Nazi blah command said 
German columns also had broken 
through Russian tank and trench 
positions 20 miles north of ICrasna- 
dor, 50 miles northeast of Maikop, 
and declared: 
"Relentless pursuit of the enemy 
continues.” 
German planes striking ahead at 
the land forces were reported to 
have attacked Soviet columns on 
the march, trans|X>rt and embarka­ 
tions on the Black sea coast. The 
German communique did not ex­ 
plain the Soviet "embarkations," but 
the implication seemed to be that 
the Russians were attempting to 
withdraw from a trap.
